To have a progressive Town 
one must.. have a good water 
system and plenty of water for 
fire purposes, lawn waterfeig 
and sewage system. 

We have a water system that 
ha s served its time of useful¬ 
ness and now is costing mon* 
than it is worth to keep it in 
condition to supply water to the 
consumer. We must not put all 
the blame on the Town dads 
who had this system put in as 
it was the only kind that they 
could afford at that tim e and 
cover the territory that it does 
the only mistake they did was 
to spread it out so much, one 
third of the present system 
would have been ample for the 
Town and would have been large 
enough up to th e present time 
and I can truly say we still have 
too much water line for the a- 
mount of population. In places 
now we have over thirteen hun¬ 
dred feet of pipe serving six fam 
ilies & numerous blocks cf water 
main serving only six fmilies. 
We have five hundred water ser¬ 
vice connections & 90 |k?i c ent of 
these lines will hav e to be re¬ 
newed when we install a new 
system and Ahcse connections 
will cost around thirty dollars 
each with out a meter. 

The old wood main 'would* 
have to be taken out as the 
house connections would have 
ho be reconnected an ( j the old 
wood pipe could be used for cul¬ 
verts and after being treated 
with Osmotite would last for 
twenty years as culverts. The 
wood pipe is as good as the day 
it was put in but the wire that 
was wound around it has been 
destroyed by the action of the 
•water in the ground chiefly al¬ 
kali salts. 

As to installing a new system 
with a erench digger we would 
run into trouble now as the 
ground is water logged and in 
most places it is gumbo and no 
digging machine could get it out 
as it would stick to the diggers. 
Also we would have to be care¬ 
ful as w e have service lines at 


all depths and it would be un¬ 
wise to break them off. 

One way we must ove r come 
tliis situation is to replace the 
most thickly populated part of 
town an^ encourage new 

home builders to build in thesi 
areas so as to cut down expense 
and increase amount of reven 
ue from service connetions; and 
make it under stood that this 
area will be the first to have 
sewage system put in as we run 
into another snag in installing 
a sewage system under our 
present lay out. 

The cost of pipe to install p 
new system with cast iron pipi 
is almost prohibitive to us as 1 
will give the figures at the end 
but we could commence to place 
part of it in and see that we 
have enough service connectior 
to warrant a new pipe and nol 
be so big a hardship on just * 
few to pay for a whole block of 
water main . 

I wish to make it undersb 
that it will cost considerable 
more to replace ouir present sys 
tom than if we were going ti 
build new pipe line and this v 
something that will have to b* 
done.
